To those who rnproly “ eat to lire,’* 
it may seem a matter of small conse­ 
quence how one is dressed when lie 
comes to the table, or how he behaves 
timing the meal. 
But a very little 
thought ought to convince the most 
careless person who is not altogether 
“ of the earth, earthy/* that good man­ 
ners at the table arc preferable to bad 
manners and that it is conducive alto to 
comfort and a sense of “ the fitness of 
things/’ that tho members of the fami­ 
ly should come to the daily repasts, not 
only with clean hands and face, but 
neatly attired. 
The 
few moments 
spent in preparation for the table are 
not time misspent* 
On the contrary, 
tho slight loss of time is more than made 
up by the increased charm of the fami­ 
ly gat bering. 
One can eat as heartily 
in “ shirt-sleeves" or with towsled locks 
as in a decent coat or with nicely-or­ 
dered hair; but the atmosphere, so to 
speak, of the table will be far more 
agreeable ami refined in one case than 
in the other. 
The simple formality of 
putting on a coat and brushing the hair 
has a tendency to exalt the meal from a 
mere feeding-process into a festival, 
not only for cating and drinking, but 
for the interchange of social courtesies 
and pleasant words. 
Of course, no 
amount of outside polish eau do this 
unless the members of tho family have 
it in them is be courteous and agree­ 
able; lint, given the disposition, the 
dressing up for the table has its effect 
—and no small one, too—in transmut­ 
ing the inward fueling into outward ao 
tion. 
With regard to the behavior at table 
a contributor to the Evening Post gives 
some excellent hints, of which the fol­ 
lowing are the chief: 
“ It is impossible to estimate properly 
the immense iniluenee which is exerted 
upon a household by the atmosphere of 
the family table. 
A neat, well-ordered 
table is in itself a lesson to the children. 
To the inviting table, where there should 
be always something attractive, howev­ 
er simple Hie meal may be, most chil­ 
dren will come prepared to behave prop­ 
erly. 
“ It really is worth while, anti when 
philosophically considered is a matter 
of great importance, to lay aside as far 
as possible all thoughts of the hard work 
done before and tome done after a meal 
aud to allow no vexatious questions to 
be discns-ed at this time. 
'Idle habit 
of brooding over our work aud exhaust­ 
ing ourselves by going it all over in our 
minds is one to he studiously avoided. 
There is nothing which takes from one’s 
energy more than this, and it is a fre­ 
quent cause of insanity. 
Everybody 
knows that food digests tatter when 
eaten in agreeable company. 
It was 
something more than a pleasantry which 
made a friend remark that he could not 
have his wife mid child pass the sum­ 
mer vacation away from him, as it gave 
him dyspepsia. 
The poor child who 
come# to grief at the table aud is sent 
away from it with his dinner half eaten, 
aud who (suffer# the whole afternoon 
with an undigested lump of food in hi 
stomach, is to be pitied. 
“ it follows, then, that pleasant #ur 
prise# in Hie way of preparing favorite 
dishes, that good taste and much paiu 
staking iii arranging all the appoint 
meats of the table and dining-room, rise 
above a mere ministering to the anima 
existence, and allect, the line issues of 
life. Good behavior and cheerfulness 
ought to accompany each meal as nat­ 
urally aud unvaryingly a# bread am 
butter. 
The happy laughter which dis 
tribute# nervou# force and call# the 
blood from the brain, allowing the 
stomach to get it# share, should be 
heard more frequently at our tables. 
No one should feel at liberty to say one 
word which is not at leas? kind and 
thoughtful, any more titan ho would 
withhold a sufficient quantity of food.

Stockings neatly turned into 
cadi other and merino or silk under­ 
vests etc., tidily rolled up, are excel­ 
lent articles to crowd into the vacancies 
about tho bonnet box, and also into 
spaces caused by garments with gathered 
tons. Starched skirls should be folded 
into aa broad pieces as the trunk will 
admit, and their top# folded over or un­ 
der to suit convenience. 
Above them 
place the dress skirts, also folded a? 
broadly as possible, carefully preserv 
ing the smoothness of their low er parts 
and over these lay tho neatly folded 
waists. 
Now place a towel over them 
and tuck it neatly down about the 
dresses to further secure them from 
dust. If tho tray sinks down too easily, 
on account of the trunk not having 
enough in it, add a shawl, newspaper, 
or any convenient articles that will pre­ 
vent the packed garments from becom­ 
ing disarranged. 
In the tray, collars, 
ribbons, 
laces, 
gloves and all tho 
etceteras of a la»ly's toilet should he 
neatly arranged either iu or out of pa 
tier boxes. Fans and parasols should 
lie wrapped in towels or soft papers. 
Shoes should be placed iu linen pockets 
prepared for their reception.

everything is iii the trunk, cover Hie 
topmost articles with a towel, anti be 
sure to fill iu with .something if there 
is any space still left. This style of 
packing will carr}’ the finest of dresses 
and skirts a great distance without 
injury.

“ ween* usually follows; but the Moor, 
though a smoker, is not an “ inveter­ 
ate. 
Dinner consists of various dishes 
of mutton, fidh and fowl. Ingeniously 
and artistically served in mixtures of 
pomades, soups, spices and cosine tics; 
so, at least, Englishmen declare who 
have had in courtesy to swallow tho 
preparations. 
Knives, forks and spoons 
are dispensed with, perhaps despised. 
The company sit cross-legged on the 
floor and gather round a central dish. 
At “ In the name of God,” which is the 
brief grace pronounced by the m aster 
of the house, the slave removes, the
